a college head coach. You've heard 
that you can't teach an old dog new 
tricks — well, you'd be hard-pressed to 
find one this guy doesn’t have in his 
arsenal. 

“Nogwe'te not going to go out and 
chang® a bunch of things,” said 
Bowden. “What we really need is to 
Cosige things we are doing better. 
When you finish in the top three or. 
four in the nation on offense for three 
straight years you don't want to 
change a lot.” 

One of the things Bowden wants jo’ 
“do better’ is pass. Gone is the. 
“freeze option” of 1984, but 
according to the FSU'codch; that 
‘does not mean the offensive scheme: 
will change dramatically. 

“What we Want-to do isimake: 
some minor adjustment 
said. “It's like taking a car.and 
replacing the bumpers, not the whole: 
engine. We wantto throw better, not 
necessarily more.” 
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Surprisingly, there is a question at quarterback. Eric 
‘Thomas, last year’s starter, returns for his senior season, 
but he had surgery om his right shoulder in January and was 
able to throw almost none at all during the spring. A full 
recovery in time for the season is cautiously anticipated. 

With Thomas out last spring, the baile shifted to las 
year’s backup Kirk Coter,a junior, and Danny McManus, 
sophomore with a rifle arm. After the allowed 20 
‘workouts and a spring game finale, McManus was given 
the slightest of edges. All of this means that the 1985 
starting quarterback will be Eric Thomas . . . or Danny 
‘McManus... or Kitk Coker. The problem here is 
evident, 

1 would say that right now everything depends on how 
‘well Eric can come back,” says Bowden. “It he’s healthy 
he'll ave every opportunity to beep the starting job. If no, 
‘we'll let Kick and Danny go at it in the fall. I would say 
that Danny may have a litle edge going in. 


‘The hope for Thomas alo lies in an 
improved throwing arm afier the sur- 
gery that removed some nagging bone 
chips from the area of the rotator cuff. 
Thomas was a very inconsistent passer 
last year and feels the arm problem may 
hhave been a factor. 

“I'm a better passer than what 1 
showed last year,” Thomas says. “It 
‘was a combination of lot of things, but 
Tm anxious to see what happens when T 
‘iow witout any pain. It was just 
something that was bothering me and 
‘we had to g0 ahead and gett fised.” 

‘On defense, Bowden plans to con. 
tinue using the present system, but in 
1985 leadership shifts to the defensive 
fine where Isaae Williams and Todd 
Stroud return for their senior seasons 
and Gerald Nichols for his third year. 
Tro ofthe four staning linebackers also 
retum. Although lading tackler Henry Taslor will be 
‘missed, Fred Jones, his partner at inside linchacker and 
1984's Second leading tackler, is back, as are Darryl Gray 
Ulysses Roberson and Garth Jax at outside linebacker. 
Barring injuries, experience will not be a problem for 
either ofthese areas, 

"We've got to count heavily on oar defensive Front,” 
said Bowden. “That's whete all the experience is and 
thas where we feel we are solid. 1's a situation where 
those guys will have to help the secondary all the time— 
keep the pressure onthe other team. If we can’t do that I"m 
afraid we're going to have a lot of trouble. 

In the defensive secondary the departure of seven 
seniors, including all of the safeties, bas left « gaping bole 
in the FSU defense. Bowden must look to second year 
‘comierbacks Eric Williams and Martin Mayhew to lead the 
‘pack. Sophomore Stanley Shiver had an excellent spring at 
safety. Terry Griggley and Greg Newell are other likely 


‘candidates. Stl, the experience is definitely lacking. 

“Tl tell you what scares me,” Bowden explains 
“Whenever We are evaluating our opponents we always 
look for the mast inexperienced peaple in the secondary 
and then we try to go at them as much as we can. If Lwas 
looking at our team I would sure see some areas to work 
puns. 

“The thing we need to do is just line up and throw into 
the secondary time and again in the pre-season. The more 
they see it, the beter they'll get,” says the coach. “One 
thing we were able 9 accomplish in the spring was that ot 
only did our quarterbacks throw a lot, but the secondary 
{20a chance to look at it from its side.” 

While there were no mass defections off an offense that 
rarked third in the nation in scoring and fourth in wral 
offense, the search began in the spring for replacements 
for two of the Tribe's MVPS of 1984, tailback Greg Allen 
and wide receiver Jessie Hester 

“We have to find somebody to replace Jessie and Greg,” 
Bowden said. “We're going to miss all our seniors, but 
those two especially.” 

Senior Teny Smith, although injury prone, will have the 
first ream tallback slot if he can hold off the challenge of 
‘another Smith, incoming All-American Sammie. Roose- 
‘elt Snipes, barring academic problems, also returns. 

‘Whoever comes on to replace Allen, who holds 26 FSU 
rushing and scoring records, will have a powerful offen: 
sive Tine and an experienced fullback to run behind. 
Seniors Jamie Dukes and John Tonata, a pair uf three-year 
starers, will anchor the line from their guard and tackle 
positions. 

Dukes could very well be the best all-around offensive 
lineman in America. He has started all 36 games since he 
walked on othe FSU campus three seasons ago and has 
done nothing but improve. 

‘He isthe most consistent, intelligent offensive lineman 
I've seen ina long, long time,” says Bowden. “I've seen 
furs that are bigger, guys that are stronger and guys ihat 
hhaxe some better movements, but I'll guarantee you this 
‘2uy does so many things to perfection that it’s scary.” 


‘Dukes’ position coach ie Wayne MeDutic, who coached 
the offersive lineduring Herschel Walker's tint at Georgia 
and then with the Adanta Falcons. A man of few wards, 
McDufiis says simply: “Jamie Dukes isthe hest offensive 
lineman I've ever coached.” 

And when you line senior John Jonata up next to Dukes 
at the tackle slot. you have halt one whale of a wall to run 
behind. The thought of that tandem brings a smile 10 
Bowden's face. 

“Job Tonata and Jamie Dukes could be a big factor in 
ur offense,” Bowden said, “We expect them to be leaders 
of our offense and we're also ready for big things from 
(Ceti and Hassan Jones.” 

Cletis is senior fullback Cletis Jones who gained 631 
yards on 120 caries last year and had 100-yard games 
‘against Kansas and Tennessee-Chattanoogs. Hassan Jones 
Will be the most experienced member of 1985's receiving 
corps. 

But quarterbacks Thomas, Cokerand MeManus vill not 
have a’ shortage of talented catchers. Jones and soph- 
‘mores Darin Holloman and Herb Gainer will be the 
primary targets at the wide receiver positions and off the 
Tine three experienced tight ends come back, including 
sophomore Pat Custer and senior Pete Panton. 

Wile Bowden likes the way the offense and defense 
shape up for 1983, he does have one worry about the 
special teams. 

“We have got to find someon: to take Joe Wessel’s 
place,” Bowden said. “He was probably the biggest factor 
‘nour success last year, and we need someone to come in 
and do what he did next year. 

“What he did” was block five kicks, score four tou 
downs off of Blocked kicks and tum several games FSI 

‘The rast of the kicking game appears to be strong with 
both Derek Schmidt. the top freshman 
Scorer in the nation last year, and Louis 
Borry, who averaged 42.3 yards a punt, 
returning for their sophomore and junior 
seasons, respectively

Incumbent sarter (when 
he wasn’t injured) Eric Thomas had shoulder surgery and 
sat out most of the spring workouts. Thomas completed 
Jus. 48.4 percent of his passes but threw for 1,218 yards, 14 
touchdowns and just four interceptions. Fellow senior Kirk 
Coker has proven himself to be a good major college 
backup but he has not grabbed the first string job. That 
leaies sophomore Danny McManus with the frst'sring job 
entering fall workouts. McManus, a redshit freshman in 
1984, took snaps in just two games, completing five of 10 
passes for 41 yards. Iwo cthers are also tking. snaps,

ORLANDO (Dec. 22)—Florida State threw another block 
party Saturday. And while it didn’t help defeat Georgia here 
before 51,821 fans in the Citrus Bowl, it certainly prevented a 


loss. 

With the Bulldogs leading 17-9 late in 
the fourth quarter, nose guard Lenny 
Chavers broke through the Georgia line 
to block Chip Andrews’ punt, and super 
specialist Joe Wessel picked it up and 
ran 14 yards for a touchdown, Freshman. 
Darrin Holloman gave FSU a 17-17 tie 
when he ran around left end on a re- 
verse for the two-point conversion. 

The Seminoles finished the year at 7-3-2, while 
Georgia ended at 7-4-1. The Bulldogs suffered three 
losses and a tie in their last four games. 

Itwas the ninth time this season FSU has biocked a 
punt. It was Chavers’ fourth block and Wesse!’s fourth 
touchdown off such a play. Wessel blocked four punts 
and a field goal during the season, 

Georgia Kevin Buller alrrost took the spotlight on 
the last play of the game. His 70-yard field goal 
attempt on the game's final play was just short. 

Butler voiced displeasure over Georgia coach Vince 
Dooley's play selection in that final drive. The Bulldogs

“But not 
quite 25 much as we did. There was no question he 
was going to play, and he was going to play a lot.” 

Dooley said Jackson was elevated to the No. 2 spot 
after having a better week in practice than David 
Dukes, who is the usual backup quarterback. 

vackson completed seven of 16 passes for 159 
yards. He also rushed for 50 yards on seven carries 

Florida State's Thomas suffered through a terrible 
afternoon. The junior from Lake Park, Ga., was 10 of 26 
{or 85 yards, He was intercepted twice.
